E g y p tia n s a nd H a d 
iB een M um m ified. 
In the early pa rt of 18 5 0 a cargo of 
cats arrived in England from Egypt, 
l ivin g b een shipped b y a m erchant in 
Alexandria to a m erchant in Liverpool. 
This cargo consisted of tw enty-one 
tons of cats, b eing the rem ains of 18 0,- 
6 00 of the sacred Egyptian cats, every 
one of which a t the time of its decease 
had b een deemed w orthy of special 
em b alm m ent into a mummy and honor­ 
ab le sepulture, according to the rites 
of the ancient cities in tha t country. 
These mummiiied cats are supposed 
to have lived some thousands of years 
b efore Christ, and to have b iien b uried 
for close upon 
4,000 years in the cat 
cemetery at Beni-Hassan. 
Tliey xvere accidentally discovered b y 
a fellah husb andm an in 1S8 6 b y the 
grouud on which he was xvorking fall­ 
ing in and disclosing an immense sub ­ 
terranean cave, in which they were 
found. 
This cave was tenanted b y un­ 
told legions of cats, all sedulously em­ 
b almed and swaddled in cloth cere­ 
ments. 
A second consignm ent w^eighed nine 
tons. 
There was a b risk com petition 
when the cargo was sold b y auction. 
Heads b rought as much as 4 shillings 6 
pence each; b ody w ithout head 5 shil­ 
lings 6 pence, while the b ulk averaged
